1* fte note that the general policy for the future conduct of 
operations as set out in our paper TS 35434 A > dated 6 Doc enter 1949, 
le approved. The policy envisages action under these heads: 

(a) Infiltration of further operational reconnaissance 
parties* 

(b) Propaganda. 

(o) Sdonoaio action. 

2 . lie deal with the above in the three attached annexes. 
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A - &g^yy&aLfiaa^ - 

X* We envisage the establishment of a holding samp for a 
m a xi m a* of 360 agents, This cusp would be overt and would have a 
proportion of agents' families in it, 

2, from this holding eaap we would propose to extract small 
operational parties of from four to six agents for training in 
saleeted training bases, 

3, Parties would be infiltrated into Alb a n ia from these training 
basas either direct or through sene intermediary staging bass. The 
exist enoe of such a staging base depends so the proximity of the 
training base to Albania and the means of infiliration, i.e., whether 
by sea or by air. 

4* The number of parties to bs trained and inf iltrated ever any 
given period would be determined in aooordanoe with eireumstanees 
prevailing at the time. The duration of the operation cannot now bo 
estimated, and any dates arrived at in eonaeotion with operational 
planning for the number of parties to bs inflltratsd into Albania 
at any one time bear no relation to tho culmination of disruptive 
action, but rather to morale and other considerations affecting the 
agents. 


B. folding fiflflB - 


1, A holding samp will be established in the American Zone of 
Germany subject to review by the American authorities in their Zone. 
The preparation of a sohsme to this end will be an American 
responsibility . 

2. We should aim at establishing this samp for 26-30 agents by 
31 January 1950. 

C. Training, feuiM - 

1, The present Malta base will become available again by about 
the end of March 1930 provided we can remove the 15-20 Albanians 
now there (these are four of the parties originally infiltrated 
during the autumn of 1949)* The organisation end ruming of this 
base will be a British responsibility. 
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2. Che training base is not enough, A decision has therefore 
got to be taken without delay on where other training bases are to 
be established. The possibilities are : 

(a) The U. S. lone of Germany, 

(b) French North African territories and Corsica, 

(c) Italy end 

(d) Qrsecs, 

Thors is also ths possibility of using certain British 
controlled territories in East Africa. Those art, however, very 
rcnovsd Aron the scent of operations end will Involve considerable 
oom a it ment s in maintenance, transportation and final infiltration, 

3. The study of whore these additional training bancs should 
bo will bo undertaken in the first instance by the Americana. Ac 
coon as tentativs proposals are evolved, the study and subsequent 
planning should be undertaken jointly. 

d. - 

1. We have at present only one means of infiltrating parties 
into Albania, i.e, , a small and slow yacht. Depending where the 
operational bases are finally established, we shall require either, 
or both, aircraft and a fast M.T.B. type craft. An early decision 
is required on the procurement of these vessels sines crews have get 
to bo reeruitod and trained. There are now only some three months 
left before the operational season begins . 

£. gflBHHBiQfttiaag between Base and Field - 


1. Communications between field and base should be by w/T. 

It will take from three to sit. months to train Albanian field 
operators in W/T. We should therefore beglu now. 

2. As an alternative means of communication ws should arrange 
for the operation of V.H.F. This will entail the use of t?-> 
arinraft additional to any used for infiltration. 
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A. Plan Must Bt. .Based - 

1, It mast be assumed that neither the Albanian leader* nor 
the Albanian agents can be trusted to keep any Information of any 
sort secret . 

2* Operational training mnet be oondueted in part at least by 
Americans or British. 

3* Individual Albanians will not allow these elves to be trained 
or infiltrated into the country without the knowledge and approval 
of their own leader*. 

4. The knowledge that the United States is supporting the 
operation is a source of considerable pride to the Albanians par- 
ticipating In the eporation and it la certain that Albanians in- 
filtrated into the country sill use American and British sponsorship 
as a major inducement in getting indigenous 3 Albanians to support 
their operation. 

b. smsMz Bmtem && - 

1* The operation must be set up in a manner which will prevent 
any documentary evidence of any cert concerning American or British 
participation falling into the hands of the Comasanista. 

2. Adequate operational security must be provided in order to 
protect to the maximum extent possible the operations going on within 
the country. 

C. dropped - 

1. A holding area will be set up in the U. 3. Zone of Germany 
capable of handling up to three hundred Albanian*. Ho operational 
training will bo conducted at this area and it oust be run in eueh 
a way that escapist* assess to reporters and other investigators 
can safely be given on a moments notice. It must be assumed that 
the camp will be penetrated by Communist agents. The purpose of

filtration a* required* The c&rap will also provide the opportunity 
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to obeerve and evaluate individuals for future use. Certain types 
of general politic al indoctrination eon be oonducted infernally. 

2* Operational training will be conducted on a completely 
clandestine basis. Individual parties of not aero than five eaoh 
will be trained intensively for two or three weeks in lsolatsd 
houses in Germany and possibly Austria. These Albanians would bs 
under o oast ant surveillance and would not be permitted to leave 
tbe training house, training would be oonducted by one or mere 
American or British trainers in civilian e lotting, together with 
one Al b a nian Interpreter. After training is oomplsted the party 
will bs moved direst ly to an air field where they will be loaded 
at night into an aircraft for shipment to Malta for sea infiltration 
or direct drop into Albania. If drop-off operation ie to bo run, 
aircraft will be unmarked and piloted by Polish crows. British 
will bs asked for landing facilities in naugenfurt if refueling 
le necessary.

1. In the event Albanian agents are captured, it Meet be assumed 
that they will tell all they knew. They will state that they have 
Merle an and British support and, in order to substantiate this, 
thsy will dsseribe the location of tho overt holding area and will 
identify the am operating it. They will attempt to describe the 
location of the covert training house and will attempt to identify 
the individuals who conducted the training. They will attempt to 
describe the transportation from Germany to Albania and the route 
followed. 

2. la this event, we should be perfectly willing to admit the 
location of the holding area and to allow anyone to inspect tho 
area. However, there should be no way of locating the covert train- 
ing house. If it is discovered, it will be by that time completely 
empty and the identity of the British raid Aoerioan of fie ere who con- 
ducted the training cannot be known. United States reply would in 
general be that Albanians are being held in a eanp in Germany but 
that no illegal activities of ray sort are taking place there. 

United States should deny all further chargee as being complete 
fiction.

d. A series of leaflet drape ever strategic points la Albania 
should bo arranged* These leaflets should give the latest 
news and should create the impression that ths Free Albania 
Committee is a well-organised, efficiently functioning body 
whole offer to are thoroughly planned and amply supported* 

e* The possibility of leaflet drops coordinated with supply 

drops to our agents and co-workers in Albania should be kept 
in mind and reviewed thoroughly at a time when such activity 
may become feasible* 
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a. The exploitation of the Froo Albania Committee by the public 
relatione expert should be undertaken at Its headquarters 
under the guidance and supervision of the DS/UK Joint Policy 
Conaittee in Kashington. 

b« An Executive Centre should bo established in Athens, druses, 
under the general direction and control of the tM/UK Joint 
Policy Conaittee and under the direct responsibility of the 
US/ 01 field-ohie fe for the operation. The Joint Policy 
Conaittee should furnish these ohiafs with a etatsnent as to 
the general PW objectives and tbenss, an d th a tin log required 
In relation to the overall operation BGf UWD. It la aaamad 
that provision is made below for a ni nia w n effeotlve jab. 
Expansion of activities can be expected to fellow proven 
effectiveness. The Centre should have tbs following functions i 

(1) to furnish daily guidance to the writer/editor aboard 
the radio ship. 

(2) IS prepare transcribed broadcasts based on all available 
sources of inf creation such aa Albanian nsespap ara, 
raporta received fro* our teams, and aonitored radio 
broadcasts. Tha recordings of these broadcasts in tho 
fora of eooaentarlee nay also include bus leal entertain- 
aent. They should be pleked up by the craft on its visits 
to the base and be used to coaplsment the daily broadcasts 
produced aboard the Chip. 

(3) To prepare and print such leaflets, paaphleta and ether 
publications aa necessary. 

(4) fe monitor broadcasts cadnating from the radio craft, 
broadcasts from satellite sources, and to monitor and 
evaluate other sources such as newspapers, journals or 
periodicals. 

(5) To tranaait expeditiously to the Joint Pulley Conaittee 
weekly reports on broadcasts and ether PW activities 
whieh should include an outline of tha propaganda lines 
used and an evaluation of their effectiveness.
